JEWISH STUDENTS 
IN GERMANY 
Emigration Their Only 
Hope 
‘By GREVILLE JANNER 


Two Jewish students from the British 
Zone of Germany and two from Berlm 


have recently visited thw country to 
attend § the Inter-University Jewish 
Federation Summer School held at 


Hastings. They are representatives of the 
Union of Jewish Students in the British 
Zone, and include Mr. Michael Shafir. 
who Vice+-hairman of the organisa- 
von 

During the past scholastic year, there 
were fewer than ‘SO Jewish students in 
German universities in the British Zone, 
and as abow 20 of these have now com- 
pleted thew courses and are preparing 
to emigraic, the remainder will be 
extremely isolated While they meet 
with np open discrumination on the part 
of the university authorities, the German 
students themscives make no secret of 
the fact that their presence is not wel- 
come, and living as they do. in the 
centres of German cultural life, they are 
well placed to know the atthude of Ger- 
man youth. 


Hatred of Foreigners 


The ideology of German sudents 
to-day is little different from that of their 
predecessors the Hauler régime. 
There is a deep hatred and contempt for 
all foreigners, Jews, Brvons, Americans. 


and D.Ps alike in GdOttingen, an 
ancient seat of learning. there are two 
American students. Not only are they 


shunned, but also the two Germans with 
whom they have become friendly The 
presence of British troops in the College 
of the Rhine Army. which siil! occupies 
some of the universty buildings, is 
resemed even more 

German students express openly the 
dogma of Nationa! Socialienm,. and while 
their protestors know full well their atti- 
tude. they do nothing to counteract it 
Perhaps the most unpleasant feature 
which came to my notice froma reliable 
source while in Gottingen was that the 
“ Rectorat of the university sent a let- 
ter to all the professors, askine them to 
contribute a percentage of their salaries 
to assist those of their former colleagues.

iron tool upon them.” 

A lesson was obviously intended for 
the people in that regulation; and 
importance must have been attached 
to it, because the same thought 
expressed, jn other Biblical passages. 

King Solomon built hr 
Temple; Scripture mentions § that 
“there was neither hammer for axe 
nor any tool of iron heard m the 
house, while was m buriding 
(I Kings vi, 7); and there is a Rab- 
binical tradition that a worm, called 
Shamir, was employed to spin the 
stones and cut them to the required

not the way to security and abiding 
peace, because the Das dewgn 
wrong. Depicting the restoration of 
his. people, Isaiah declared, “ Zion 
shall be redeemed with justice, and 
they that return of ber with righteous- 
news.” Two keywords occur in that 
sentence which crystalline the pro- 
phetic message to the world: justice 
and righteousness 


They are the only foundations ppon 
which a sable society, whether 
national or international, can rest. No 
passage more applicable to the present 
world problem could be cited than 
the following: “ Then. justice shall 
dwefi in the wilderness, and righteous- 
ness shiall abide in the fruitful ficid. 
And the work of righteousness 
shall he peace and the effect of 
righteousness quietness and confi- 
dence for ever.” Justice and rrehicous 
ness. urges Judatwm, are the unhewn 
stones ” that alone can make a world 
which wall conform to the design of 
God and in which its inhabitants will 
enjoy the biessings 
happiness.

JEWISH STUDENTS 
IN GERMANY 


Hope 


By GREVILLE JANNER 


Two Jewish students from the British 
Zone of Germany and two from Berlin 
have recently visited this country to 
attend § the Inter-University Jewish 
Federation Summer School held at 
Hastings. They are representatives of the 
Union of Jewish Students in the British 
Zone, and include Mr. Michael Shafir, 
who w Vice-Chairman of the organisa- 
Lon. 

During the past scholastic year, there 
were fewer than SO Jewish students in 
German universities m the British Zonc. 
and as abow 20 of these have now com- 
pled thew courses and are preparing 
to emigrate, the remainder will be 
extremely isolated. While they meet 
with no open discramination on the pert 
of the university authorities, the German 
students themscives make no secret of 
the fact that their presence is not wel- 
come, and living as they do. in the 
centres of German cultura! life, they are 
well placed to know the atitnude of Ger- 
man youth. 


Hatred of Foreigners 


The ideokc of German sudents 
to-day is luttle different from that of their 

edecessors duriig the Huler régime. 
‘bere is a deep hatred and contempt for 
all foregners, Jews, Brnons., Americans, 
amd DPs« alike in GOltingen, an 
ancient seat of learning, there are two 
American students. Not only are they 
shunned. but also the two Germans with 
whom they have become friendly. The 
presence of Britush troops in the College 
of the Rhine Army, which sill occupies 
some of the university buildings, is 
resemed even more. 

German students: express openly the 
dogma of Nations! Socialian, and while 
professors know ful! wel! their atti- 
tude, they do nothing to counteract it.

The Altar of Unhewn Stones 


recorded which 
was given by God to the children 
of Israci that, when they crossed the 
River Jordan and stepped upon the so! 
of the Land of Promise. they were to 
erect an altar upon which they should 
offer sacrifices of thanksgiving. ht was 
to be “an altar of stones”; but the 
stones must be sheiemot. ~ ehotk. 
uncut,” and “thou shak lift up no 
iron tool upon them.” 

A lesson was obviously intended for 
the people in that regulation, and 
importance must have been attached 
to it, because the same thought 
expressed jn other Biblical passages. 

When King Solomon built his 
Temple; Scripture mentions — that 
“there was neither hammer for axc 
nor any tool of iron heard m the 
house, while it was im butlding 
(I Kings vi, 7); and there is a Rab- 
binical tradition that a worm, called 
Shamir, was employed to spin the 
stones and cut them to the required 
size and shape. More instructive still 
is what is read in the 20th chapter of 
Exodus, immediately followimg on the 
Ten Commandments: “And if thou 
make Me an altar of stone, thou shalt 
not build it of hewn stones.”

And the work of righteousness 
shall he peace, and the effect of 
qguictness and confi- 
dence for ever.” Justice and nghtcous 
nes, urges are the unhewn 
stones that alone can make a world 
which will conform to the design of 
God and in which its inhabitants will 
enjoy the blessings of peace and 
happiness...

organisations in this country, which are 
working for the relief and rehabilitation 
of our surviving fellow-Jews, 

“After the nightmare years of Naz: 
occupation in Europe, after the terrible 
period of the D.P. camps which followed 
Liberation. we are now witnessing a 
rapid movement of the survivors to the 
new State of Isracil, and tw other over- 
seas countries 

“ Meanwhile,: many must still be 
heiped while they are waning their turn 
to leave, and while they are im transit. 
The Central British Fund and the organi- 
sations in the United Jewish Relhef 
Appeal are doing important work in this 
field. In Isracl itself. great efforts are 
being made by the authorities to accom- 
modate and absorb the newcomers, but 
meantime 60.000 of the newcomers are 
sull m camps and are largcly 
dependent on the Jewish relief bodies. 

“ Unfortunately, there are still several! 
tens of thousands in Displaced Persons’ 
camps. and although some will be able 
tO emigrate, a large percentage are 
bound, through age or sickness, to 


remain in Europe for a long time yet. 
In addition, there is the small German 
Jewish Community which, agam, com- 
prises a majority of old people and those 
who are il. In other countries m 
Furope there is still work to be done. 
Our solicitude has now also to be 
extended to other communities who look 
to our relief organisations for material 
and mora! aid—I am thinking especially 
of our long-negiected brethren in the 


lands of North Africa, Aden, and 
Yemen. | 
“In the interests of unity and 


co-ordination, it is my desire that your 
community should make one joint 
appeal. cither on Rosh Hashana or on 
Yom Kippur, for both these funds, and 
that the money collected should be 
divided between them in the proportion 
of 85 per cent to the Central British 
Fund and 15 per cent to the Unned 
Jewish Relief Appeal.

PROBLEMS 


Need for Increased 
Hachshara 


By a Jewisn Reporter 


The main problems still confronting 
the Jewish Agency were immigration. 
absorption of immigrams, and Cha)ut- 
ziut, and overshadowing them ai) was 
the question of finance, Dr. S. Leven. 
bere. head of the Zionist Information 
Office at 77, Great Russell Street, W.C 4. 
told a Press conference on Monday alter. 
noon. 

From January | to August 15 this 
year, 170.000 immigrants had been 
absorbed, and it was hoped that another 
65.000 would enter Israel by the end of 
the year. The plan for 1950 was to 
absorb 150.000 

Describing the possibilities of emicra- 
tion from Eastern European countries. 
Dr. Levenberg thought caution § was 
necessary in assessing the effects of the 
new Polish law permitting Polish Jews to 
renounce their, nationality and go to 
Isracl. It was not yet certain, he. said, 
what character this Aliyah would take 
If the 5.000 Jews ready to leave Czecho- 
slovakia were allowed to go. about 
120.000 would remain m the country. kh 
was not clear how many of these, if any, 
wanted to emigrate 

In Rumania and Hungary, there was 
no change From the former, a few 
hundreds had teft in July and August. 
but the Jewish Agency had had no influ- 
ence on the numbers or sciccuon of the 


immigrants 
In Germany. there were 42,000 Jews 
left Abowt another 20.000 were due 


to leave. and 1 was beheved that between 
20.000 and 25.000 would remain. The 
view held by responsible Jewish leaders 
was that as many as possible should 
leave Germany 

An organised group of 40 Jews was 
due to leave Spain for Israel shortly 
A special ship was being sent to India 
to bring 2.500 Jews, refugees 

e 


trom Afghanisian. and some Jews from 
Pakistan. 
Temporary Hachshara centres were 


‘bemg set up in France for Jews from 


Morocco and Algiers: twenty teachers 
would go to them from Israel, and the 
Agency had allocaied $20,000 (£5,000) 
for them. As for absorption, there 
were increasing prospecis of employmeni 
in the citrus industry. in other industries, 
and on the Kibbuizim. 


Care of Sick and Aged 


Negotiations were in progress between 
the Jewish Agency, the Government of 
Isracl, and the “Joint,” in order to 
work out a plan to take care of: the 
permanenitiy sick and maimed. and the 
aged. It was estimated that $15,000,000 
(£3,750,000) would be needed for the 
first vear, 

As trained pmoneers could nao be 
expected to come from cijher Eastern 
Europe or from North Africa, the im- 
portance of Chalutziut in the Western 
world could not be over-emphasised, Dr. 
Levenberg pointed out, The budget for 
Hachshara in the United States had been 
increased from: $20,000 to $140,000. In 
this country it had been agreed that two 
per cent of the moncy raised by che 
J.P.A. should be used for sponsoring 
chalutzic work. Substantial allocations 
were also being made in France and the 
South American countries. 

Dealing with organisational matters. 
Dr. Levenberg said the Zioniss Genera! 
Council (Actions Committee) would meet 
next January. and the Zionist Congress 
next July—both in Jerusalem.

thousand "prepared to spend earnest 
laborious days and nights in its study 
and investigation. That has been the 
experience of the generations. It 
remains true to-day and painfully so. 


The last decades have witnessed 
the disappearance of the great centres 
of Rabbinic learning in Eastern 
Europe. Renowned teachers, famed 
for their piety and vast erudition, 
were delivered to the slaughter, they 
and their hundreds of innocent and 
devoted disciples. Thousands of 
Scrolls of the Law and precious Rab- 
binic works were desecrated and given 
over to fire and destruction. The 
centres of Jewish Wissenschaft in 
Germany and Austria which had pro- 
duced great giants of scientific scholar- 
ship, whose labours were devoted to 
historical, linguistic, and archzologi- 
cal problems of the Bible, Talmud. 
and Jewish literature generally,. have 
ceased. The population of European 
Jewry has been greatly reduced, while 
Jewish learning in the traditional 
sense leads but a precarious existence. 
On the other hand, one must pay 
respect to the heroic efforts which, 
with some assistance from American 
and British Jewries. have enabled 
some Yeshivot to be opened and 
maintained in some of the surviving 
communities and Displaced Persons’ 
camps. 

But to all intents, and as far as one 
can interpret the trend of events, it is 
principally to the State of Israel and 
the Jewries in English-speaking 
countries that one has to turn to pro- 
vide space for the roots of the “ Tree 
of Life™ to be strongly and firmly 
planted. In other words, it has been 
decreed that the continuity and main- 
tenance of Jewish spiritual values as 


expressed jn Literature and Life shall 
become the responsibility and concern 
mainly of Israel and the hegemony of 
the English-speaking communities of 
the Golah. In Israel providentjally 
the Torah has found safe and—we 
trust—permanent lodgment. 

But it is equally the historic task 
and opportunity of the “ remnant” 
outside the Holy Land to encourage 
and increase the study of the Torah 
for “its own sake,” and for jts prac- 
tical ‘bearing on our lives. The,Sacred 
Scriptures as well as Rabbinic" litera- 
ture in Talmud and Midrash embody 
a civilisation whose influence per- 
vades and explains many of the 
phenomena of Jewish existence. The 
understanding and interpretation 

the fundamental sources must 
become the chief preoccupation of 
teachers and students everywhere. In 
this connection the English transla- 
tion of the Talmud is particularly 
important. English is now the ver- 
nacular of more than half of the 
Jewish population of the world. Not 
everyone—not even one in a thousand 
—has access to the original—some- 
times difficult and intractable—texts 
of our sources. Nor can a translation, 
however perfect, ever replace the 
original. Nevertheless, the earnest 
Jewish cultured reader who is unfami- 
liar with the original can read and 
study a translation which introduces 
him to a world of thought, feeling. 
and content which will repay the 
painstaking efforts and concentration 
demanded. 


_ On the other hand, the Talmud 
student who makes use of a reliable 
translation which has the crowning 
merit of general accuracy and impor- 
tant explanatory notes, will find much 
that will be helpful to him im his 
attempts to elucidate the texts. The 
Talmud, despite wilful misunderstand- 
ing and vilification of prejudiced 
detractors, belongs to the few great 
works of world culture—is encyclo- 
pedic variety is now more broadly 
accessible to the non-Jewish scholar. 
My last word to all those concerned 
with the Soncino Talmud is im the 
form of a blessing attributed to Moses 
when he beheld the completed taber- 
nacle of the wilderness: “ May it be 
the will of Heaven that the Divine 
Presence rest upon the work of your 
hands.”

On the completion of the 4 volumes 
of the Soncino Talmud, Mr. J. Davidson, 
the publisher, told me that he would 
like to pay tribute to ‘his two fellow- 
directors of the Soncino Press, Mr.

He largely discounted stories of rape 
and attacks on women. “ Hitch-hiking 
was sil] a favourite means of gettin 
about Ieracl, and in a number o 
cases girls travelling alone, who had been 
given lifts soldiers, had been taken 
advaniage , but to k of such 
atuuacks in the streets of Tel Aviv was. 
he declared, nonsense. Regular broad- 
cast warnings to parents and their 
daughters were aimed at persuading 
girls against the practice of asking for, 
or accepting, lifts. 

Many Burglaries 

What was serious in Israci, he went 
on, was the number of burglaries and 
forcible entries into premises, as a Com- 
parison between the figures for South- 
ampion and Tel Aviv showed. The 
former had a lation of 180.000. and 
last year’s police report stated that the 
total number of crimes involving the 
various forms of stealing was 700. Tel 
Aviv. which together with Jaffa. had a 
population of 250,000, had had three 
umes aS many such crimes. But 
whereas the Israel Police had been able 
to detect only 17 per cent of the crimi- 
nals, the percentage of successful detec- 
Hons in England was 30. 

On the other hand. Mr. Nahmias Sid, 
cromes connected with liquor were non- 
existent in Israc!. The number of cases 
of embezziement was low. Any forged 
notes m circulation m the. country. had 
been brought in from abroad, frequently 
by people who were ignorant that they 
were forged, 

There was, he went on, a fairly large 
number of suicides and attempted 
suicides, particularly among former 
D.P.s. who, after their terrible experi- 
ences in the concentration camps. could 
not endure the wai for rehabilitation 
and setilement even after they had 
returned home to Israc!. 

Among the D.P.s. he added, there was 
also a great deal of petty theft, but this 
was mainiy due to a lack of any social 
sense, Such cases were not dealt with 
as crimes by the police when they were 
called in, but were treated as psycho- 
logical disturbances, which, in fact, they 
were 


North Africans Quarrelsome 
Nor did the police consider the North 


Afrxan Jews as having particular 
criminal imeclinations, Mr. Nahmias told 
me They were quarrelsome in much 


ihe same way as children are, and, lke 
chiidren, they responded favourably to 
rcasoning. 

Juvenile delinquency was, he said. 
higher mm Israel than among Jewish child- 
ren and young people elsewhere, but not 
higher than among the general popula- 
ion other countries. The reason 
given by Mr. Nahmias was that the State 
was too young to have had time to 
Organise adequate social services — for 
young people. In Israel, Mr. Nahmias 
said, Jews did not show themselves prone 
to any special forms of crime There 
was htthe evasion of customs duties or 
payment of taxes. The people felt that 
the Government was theirs, and that they 
had to be loyal to it. 

When | asked Mr. Nahmias about the 
traffic in Tel Aviv, he agreed that the 
number of people who contravened 
iraMc regulations—approximately 
same proportion as in this country-—was 
very high. He pointed out that the 
roads, built when the population was 
much smaller, were too narrow. and that 
there were, as yet, no traffic signs. A 
beginning had been made in remedying 
these defects, but the police were not yet 
salished, and were pressing the loca! 
authorities and the inistry of Com 
municavons fo take more drastic action 
m the matter,

CANADIAN JEWRY FLOURISHES 


Importance of Communal 
Centres

Communal! centres are playing an im- 
creasingly important réle in Canadian 
Jewish life. and they are helping Jewish 
youth to follow in the tradition of their 
fathers, Captain W. Sebag-Momefiore, 
M.C.. President of the Corporation of 
Spanish and Portuguese Jews, Montreal, 
who has been visiting this country, told 
me in an interview for THe Jewish 
CHRONICLE. 

“So great in our eyes is the import- 
ance of the communal! centre in Canadian 
Jewish life.” said Captain Sebag-Monie- 
fiore, “that before building our new 


synagogue, we built a Communal Centre. 


Captain Sebag-Monictiore eupressed 
the view that Canadian Jewry had 
advanced further in providing (acilities 
for nts youth than had Angio Jewry ang 
Anglo-Jewish youth clubs. The 
Men's and Young Women's Hebree 
Association, he said, had a fine physica) 
and educational programme. and they 
had centres throughout Canada. The, 
scope was greater than that of Anglo. 
Jewish clubs, and at preseni they wer 
building a mew centre in Montreal a 4 
cost of $2,500,000. 

Canadian Jewry in general, by 
declared, was prosperous and well. 
organised, thanks to the Canadian Jewig 
Congress. On the whole. there was no 
a great deal of anti-Semitism. With ie 
arrival of D.Ps and scholars from 


Communal Centre and Chapel of the Corporation of Spanish and Portuguese Jews 
Shearith Israel, Montreal 


This centre, which cost $500,000 to build, 
has a fine Assembly Hall, which is used 
for celebrations, and for services on 
Festivals, and there are also classrooms 
for a kindergarten and a nursery, and a 
small synagogue for daily services. 

“We must cater for the youth if we 
are to have a Jewish Community in. the 
future.” Captain Sebag-Montefiore went 
on, “and.I believe that we are succeed- 
ing. Youth is being attracted to the 
Communal Centres, as well as the older 
people. and through ,these centres we 
are gaining more people for our syna- 
goeuc. 

“ The Communal! Centre is in use 
throughout the day and evening. Our 
nursery, kindergarien, and other- classes 
have a roll of 200 children. and this 
year we shall be able to offer first-year 
schoo! teaching. The youth turn up in 
the evenings. and we have a full ‘pro- 
gramme available for them. We have 
our own educational director.”

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NEW APPEASEMENT? 


TO the strains of Mozart and Beethoven, the 
new Federal Republic in Western Germany 
was ushered im in the medieval city of Bonn 
last Wednesday. Next week. the first Presi- 
dent of the Federal Republic will be elected 
and a Government formed, probably under 
the Chancellorship of Dr. Apenaver, the 
leader of the Christian Democratic Union, 
the largest single German party. Thus, just 
ten years after Hitter unleashed total and 
horrible war on Eutope and the world, Ger- 
many, with its crimes almost forgotten and 
forgiven, comes again into its own. Not yet, 
it true, as an independent and sovereign 
State. The Allied Armies are still on its soil, 
and a large part of it ws still under Russian 
administration. Bot 40000000 Germans 
have by the act at Bonn—the creation of the 
Western Allhies—-regained a large measure of 
independence and freedom of action. a 
measure of freedom which no vanquished 
nation certainly not one that had committed 
such vast crimes against humanity—might 
have hoped to achieve in so short a time after 
its defeat. Moreover, while the Germans are 
celebrating the rebirth of their State, West 
European statesmen and politicians at Stras- 
bourg are hurriedly preparing the way for 
the admittance of Germany into the Council 
of Europe, in the process creating the impres- 
son im mary minds that this was one of the 
main purposes of their meeting. 


That this carly display of Allied magna- 
nimuty ts political folly has been stressed by 
us m these columns before. It is under- 
standabiec as a symptom of the vast weariness 
of strife that afflicts all mankind to-day, a 
weariness that leads the Allies thoughtlessly 
to divest themselves of responsibility as 
quickly as they can. But if the originally 
contemplated re-education of Germany was 
io have been complete and wholesome, this 
weariness should have been resisted. What 
has not been pointed out-——and it is our plain 
duty to do so-—1s that this new appeasement, 
ike that of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, is not only 
fraught with danger to us—Jews and non- 
Jews alike——but is actually harmful to the 
Germans thernselves. The avowed purpose 
of creating the new Federal Republic at this 
undeservedly carly stage is, according to the 
advocates of an independent Germany, the 
estabiishmert of a contented, democratic, 
and peace-loving German people. Can any- 
one who has followed the events in Germany 
which have accompanied the formation of 


the Government in Bonn find in them any : 


symptom that the Germans have become, or 
shown the simghtest inclination to become, 
either contented, democratic, or peace- 
loving ? It was West European leniency 
and tolerance of HitLer’s earlier crimes that 
encouraged him to commit his bolder and 
unsurpassed evils. It is the present leniency 
of« the Alles towards resurgent German 
nationalism that is bringing into power Dr. 
Apenaver, who, on the threshold of his 
Chancellorship, is already showing that, 
instead of serving as the re-educatur of 
Germany, he ts more likely to play into the 
hands of those same elements that brought 
HirLer to power and maintained him for so 
many years. Last week we published the 
story of how Dr. Apenaver deliberately 
avoided receiving a Jewish delegation under- 
standably anxious to obtain from him an 
elucidation of hus attitude to Jews. This week 
we publish most disquieting reports demon- 
strating with even greater clarity that, in 
respect to the Jews, Dr. ADENAUER'S inten- 
tions—intentions that are the test of every 
true democrat-—are far from friendly. As 
our Special Correspondent from Bonn points 
out, the very name “ Christian” in the title 
of the party Dr. ADENAUER leads is purposely 


“work of destruction. 


intended to demonstrate opposition to every- 
thing non-Christian, and imply and stress its 
anti-Jewish nature. And it is in the light of 
this intolerant attitude that we are now begin- 
ning to comprehend why Dr. ADENAUER'S 
party has all the time opposed the legitimate 
demands of the victims of Hirier’s racial 
and political persecution, although advocat- 
ing restoration to other groups in Germany. 
Whatever the Germans and their benevolent 
supporters may expect of Dr. ADENAUER'S 
administration, the Jews can hardly be 
beguiled into pinning optimistic hopes on a 
German leader who persistently and deliber- 
ately ignores them and their problems. 


Writing as we do at a time when many in 
Europe appear to be putting their faith in 
the new Federal Republic of Western Ger- 
many, we do not wish to be accused of 
being imbued with a spirit of vengeance. 
Jews, if anything, are the easiest forgetters 
of wrongs done to them. Even at this 
moment, a Jewish barrister from London, 
Mr. Si_xmn, the son of the Minister of Town 
and Country Planning—to the expressed 
amazement of Jews in Germany, and of many 
Jews elsewhere—has joined im the defence 
of Field Marshal von MANSTEeIN, now being 
tried by a British Court at Hamburg on 
charges, among others, of terrible crimes 
against Jews. More than any other people 
have we reason to desire a change in the 
German heart and mind. But wish it as we 
may, the indications are that neither Dr. 
ADENAUER nor his Government offers any 
guarantee that this is likely to be the case. 
On the very day when the newly-elected 
members met at Bonn to proclaim the birth 
of the Federal Republic, many of them rose 
in protest against the Chairman's invitation 
to pay tribute to the victims the Nazis had 
slain, thus demonstrating clearly the calibre 
of many of the men to whom the Allies are 
now entrusting the government and admini- 


‘stration of Western Germany. The Alhies are 


giving a blank cheque to men soaked in the 
idea of revenge, saturated with fanatical 
nationalism, and apparently only waiting for 
the day when they can restart the ruthless 
It may be too late to 
appeal to Dr. ADeNaver and his supporters. 
But it certainly cannot be too late to appeal 
to the Allies not to relax their watchfulness 
and control of the new Republic, for every- 
one’s welfare. 


THE TALMUD 


THE publication: by the Soncino Press of 
the final volumes of the English translation 
of the Babylonian Talmud marks the com- 
pletion of a great and noble enterprise. It 
was in 1935 that the first volumes appeared 
with a Foreword by the late Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. J. H. Hertz. On page 8 of this issue. 


we reproduce the Epilogue written by his | 


successor, the present Chief Rabbi, in com- 
memoration of the successful achievement 
of this mighty undertaking. Rabbi Broptr 
pays eloquent and worthy tribute to all 
associated with the work and explains the 
immense significance of their labours. The 
34 volumes of the Soncino Talmud represent 


the first unabridged and authoritative Eng-. 


lish translation of all the Orders and Trac- 
tates of this vast Rabbinic literature, supple- 
mented by scholarly introductions, commen- 
tary, notes, glossary, and indices. “The editor 
of this magnificent work is Rabbi Dr. 
Isipore Epstein, the: erudite Principal of 
Jews’ College, who has directed and superin- 
tended the labours of a galaxy of Anglo- 
Jewish scholars. While it is impossible to 
mention here the names of all the 28 distin- 
guished collaborators, the fact deserves men- 
tion that they include several learned lay- 
men as well as those who are rabbis or 
religious teachers by profession. All have 
worked with single-minded devotion so that 
the spiritual. treasures of the Talmud may 
become more accessible to the general 
Jewish and non-Jewish world. 


Nor would this vast and difficult under- 


taking ever have been started or brought to 
completion without the enthusiasm of Mr. 
Jacos Davipson, Governing Director of the 
Soncino Press. For more than 15 years, his 
zeal and unflagging determination have over- 
come the tremendous practical obstacles— 
augmented by the exceptional war and post- 
war conditions—which continually threa- 
tened what was a true venture of faith. 
Thanks also to Mr. Davipson’s technical 
skill, this unique translation of the Talmud 
—which offers special difficulties for the 
typographer—has been presented in a man- 
ner which is no less attractive than instruc- 
tive. The specimen page which we repro- 
duce exemplifies a real triumph of crafts- 
manship. 


In all this, the whole of Anglo-Jewry 
should see occasion for pride and rejoicing. 
Not infrequently criticisms are levelled 
against our community which would contrast 
it unfavourably as regards scholarly accom- 
plishment. with the Jewries of other lands, 
say, of one-time Eastern Europe, or of the 
vigorous United States, or of renascent 
Isracl. Yet from our midst and with our 
own resources has now come this outstand- 
ing contribution to the diffusion of religious 
knowledge. Nor should this be regarded as 
something unusual or unnatural, but rather 
as the culmination of a notable tradition in 
this country. In 1867, EManve. DevuTscn, a 
Jewish Orientalist at the British Museum, 
published in the Quarrerty REVIEW an 
essay on the Talmud which acquired world- 
wide fame and everywhere started an 
awakened interest in Rabbinic Iiterature. 
The work at Cambridge University of 
teachers like SOLOMON SCHECHTER and 
Israet ABRAHAMS has left a permanent im- 
pression on non-Jewish no less than Jewish 
thought. In this changed climate, Christian 
scholars such as Professor H. Dansy, Dr. 
Travers Herrorp, and Dr. James PARKES 
are able to collaborate with Jewish scholars 
in the furtherance of Talmudic studies. 
One of the uses of the Soncino Talmud will 
be to extend still further this fellowship of 
learning. And not ‘only for Rabbinic 
scholars and experts, but also for the mass 
of English-speaking Jewry, who are unable 
to consult or study the original text, this 
work will be of inestimable worth. 


THE BURDEN OF SAMARIA 


Our schismatic and heretical sects seldom 
flourish for long periods, but they take a 
considerable time before they vanish com- 
pletely from the historical scene. 
solution of the small Samaritan community 
in the neighbourhood of Nablus and the 
migration of most of the survivors to Israel 
territory, reported in our columns last week, 
illustrate their decision to abandon their 
holy places and their Arab neighbours, by 
whom they have been generally unmolested, 
and to seek their future in the company of 
those with whom they feit a closer spiritual 
kinship. This decision to dissolve a settle- 
ment which has been in existence since well 
before thé destruction of the First Temple 
cannot have been taken without a search- 
ing internal struggle. typical of the long, 
fluctuating history of Samaritan-Jewish rela- 
tions. The Samaritans came into existence. 
in the first place, as thé result of inter- 
marriage between those Israelites who 
remained in Samaria, after the conquest of 
their country, and the peoples deported 
there by the rulers of Assyria from other 
parts of the empire. They adopted a large 
number of Jewish beliefs and practices, but 
rejected others. They built a temple on 
Mount Gerizim and rejected much of 
the Torah. They fought against ALEXANDER 
THE Great, who favoured the Jews, and 
supported ANTIOCHUS EPIPHANES, who 
persecuted Judaism. Their temple was 
destroyed by the Jewish king, JoHN 
Hyrcanus, but two centuries later they 
aided the Jews in their resistance to the 
Romans, and twelve thousand of them were 
massacred at the orders of the Emperor 
VESPASIAN. In later centuries many of them 
became converts to Christianity and to 
Islam, but a small group of faithful Samari-

tans has been in existence up to the present 
time, living mainly on generosity of 
visitors to their annual sacrifice of the 
Paschal Lamb. It only remains to be seen 
whether they will be able to continue their 
pilgrimages to Mount Gerizim or whethe; 
they will assimilate with their fellow. 
citizens and join with them in prayer ip 
future with their faces turned in the direc. 
tion of Mount Zion. 


TWO CITIES 


So overwhelming was the destruction which 
befell European Jewry under the diabolic 
Nazi régime, that its sheer magnitude and 
stark horror cannot readily be grasped 
Particular details or local incidents some. 
times enable one to comprehend more easily 
the full significance of what might otherwise 
seem an incredible nightmare. Thus, a brief 
report on another page with some news 
about Worms may perhaps be no less effec. 
tive than a lengthy treatise on genocile as 
illustrating the enormity of the catastrophe. 
Worms had one of the oldest Jewish com. 
munities in Germany. It seems likely that 
a congregation existed there in Roman 
times, and we have records of it for the 
past thousand years. In the [Ith century, 
Rashi, the prince of Biblical commentators. 
studied there. The Jews of Worms suffered 
all the horrors of medieval persecution. and 
a precursor of the modern § destruction 
occurred just 600 years ago, in 1349. when 
the community was virtually annihilated. 
One of the glories of the modern city was 
the ancient synagogue with its famous 
Rashi Chapel, which were destroyed in the 
Nazi pogrom of 1938. Our report states 
that the former community—with its mil- 
lennial traditions—has now been reduced to 
two persons, although the Jewish cemetery 
(dating back to the fifth century) still exists. 
Even more symbolically, however, there 
have been preserved in the Worms Museum 
the famous Rashi Chair and some hand- 
written Hebrew prayer books. What a 
monument to German Kultur! Along with 
Worms, one of the age-old centres of Ger- 
man Jewry was Frankfort-on-Main. Just 
recently, Frankfort was a centre of humani- 
tarian protestations in connection with the 
Goethe bicentenary. In marked contrast to 
these celebrations was the scene. not with- 
out its melancholy, only recently, when the 
Ner Tamid was kindled in Frankfort’s first 
post-war synagogue—the only Jewish place 
of worship in a city which once held 20 
before they were looted and razed by the 
Nazis. The tiny remnant of the 33.000 
Jewish inhabitants who once lived there 
were addressed by their aged Rabbi in these 
words : 

“ Our eves are as springs of tears when we recall 
our siain brethren. We will not accuse. bul we 
will not forgive. for judgment is the Lords. We 
must noi forget that for us the ultimate goa! mus 
be to reiurn to our new—but ancicnt-—home, 
Israel.” 

Who shall say, in the light of immeasur- 
able suffering, that these sentiments are not 
justified

TRENDS IN ISRAEL LITERATURE 


I—The Intoxication of Realism 


ODERN Israel literature——l 

refer to what has been written 

‘during the last $0 years by 
Israelis On Israel—has been intoxi- 
cated with an excess of realism. This. 
us Mam trait, is not to be dismissed 
as a provincially belated reflection of 
European fashions. Rather can it be 
said to be the unavoidable outcome of 
the peculiar conditions under which 
Israel writers laboured: the transi- 
tion from the little villages and town- 
lets of Eastern Europe, the cradle of 
this Israel literature and of the first 
generation of its creators, to the 
deserts of the new-old homeland had 
been sudden and violemt. From the 
sleepy vegetating in the accustomed 
warmth and closeness of the Jewish 
communities, with their outward in- 
security and their inner strength 
derived from their togetherness and 
sameness, they were transported to a 
hectic landscape, wild of colour and 
fierce of sun. and a life that was 
lonely, imsecure, and harsh in both 
its outward events and its inner con- 
sciousness. 


Constantly Changing 


From the very beginning. from the 
days of the Biluim, hardly a year 
passed without “trouble.” hardly a 
decade without a tempestuous ques- 
tioning and violent revision of old 
values. Besides, every five years or 
so, the make-up of the population re- 
moulded itself in accordance with the 
incoming streams of immigrants, and 
because of the smaliness of the 
Original population the country as a 
whole changed face with the expert 
quickness of a variety artist. There 
was the desperately lonely and in- 
secure phase of the first settlers . there 
was the obstinate quixotry of the 
Second Aliyah with its” gallant 
attempts at land-work and sheep- 
herding and mounting guard, with tts 
ardent foolhardiness and its teen-age 
students paving roads and dramuing 
Swamps. 

There were the budding cities of the 
first post-war period, with = their 
babble of tongues; and the merging 
of different communities, customs. 
manners. There was the growth of 
the towns, and the influential. West 
European immigration. Originating 
in the main from Germany, the immr- 
grants brought their own virtues-— 
cleanliness, efficiency, orderliness— 
and their own faults with them. 
and both saturated the land. There 
was the never-ceasing subterranean 
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struggle. and the sudden vjolent storms 
raised by both the Arabs and the 
Mandatory Power—-the struggle which 
left ts mark on the land and on cach 
of us. And then, im the end, miracu- 
lously : National Independence, Free- 
dom, the Jewish State. All this com- 
pressed imto the short span of 450 
years, and the course of events not 
rootless, nor of yesteryear, but borne 
slong on the full stream of tradition 
and continuity, an ancient promise 
fulfilled. 

The re-establishment of the State 
ss not due to the blind forces of his- 
torical necessity, though no doubt 
these played them. part, but rather to 
the awareness of what was about to 
happen, to the freely determined will 
of a people to bring this very thing 
about Every individual, every family 
was imbued with this awareness ; and 
private lives and family lives were 
changed and took on a new depth of 
meaning because of it. Every single 
worker on the roads felt the zeal of 
his hestoric mission: and the pickaxes 
in the quarries beat time to Hatikvah 

The Israel writer was part and 
parce! of this conscious self-conscious 
effort. and he never lost sight of his 
first and foremost duty : the rebuild- 
ing of the land. Even as the chalutzim 
slaved to make the wasteland bloom 
and to construct a highway im the 


desert, so the writer and poet laboured 


to refashion the language and infuse 
it with life: with his word-spinner’s 
intuition he knew that none of the 
miracles he was witnessing day by day 
would achieve complete reality until 
words had been found for them and 
those words set down on paper 


With the Tide 


So he hastened to set them down. just 
as they came, afraid to miss or over- 
look or lose pace with events. And 
events he set down as he took part 
in them, personally and at first-hand. 
with a maximum of sincerity and 
truthfulness, according to the gift and 
ease with which it had pleased God 
io endow him. He did not stop to 
explain or grope for deeper meanings 
or labour at a more sophisticated 
technique : he was borne on the high 
tide of happenings and he hoped that 
the mightiness of events would speak 
for rself 

The burden of faithfully descrip- 
tive realism bore heavily on the Israel 
writer. He had no tradition to aid 
him mm his task. Unlike the Hebrew 
poets, who could fall back on the rich 


and variegated continuity of Hebrew 
poetry through the ages--im that, even 
such an insurgent and pioncer as 
Biahk ultimately and m perspective 
falls into place as the he of ala 
and Sefardkx poetry--Hebrew prose- 
writers were faced with problems 
entirely unprecedented and with 
material as mew as the furrows which 
the chalutzum drew m the deserts. 
The older so-called realistic prose- 
writers, such as Y. L. Gordon, with 
hes tales mm verse. Peretz Smolenskim. 
the author of “ The Wanderer m the 
Paths of Life.” and R. A. Broides, 
who wrote “ Religion and Life,” had 
by now. been accorded the status of 
classics and were of little help. Their 
main aim had been to “ edify ” and 
to emancipate the Jewrsh . communi- 
ties from thew ghetto religion, cus 
toms, and traditions, and the clumsy 
hectoring of their work, as well as 
its obviously utilitafian purpose, con- 
siderably dymmuished its Inerary merit 


As 

Their aim had been achieved, their 
purpose was no longer of wmterest to 
the new generation, and thei style. 
though nourtshed by the sources of 
Rabbinic and Biblical scholarship. 
was pale and insipid, as befitted a 
language no longer used m daily 
speech. There was litth of profit 
here for the new Isracl prose, whose 
problem was to find new names for 
new things, to transmit the emotions 
and experiences of a mental chime un- 
known to older generations. There 
was a sharp break, a discontinuity not 
casily. bridged, between the old and 
the new. In most cases, the Isracl 
writers were content to leave i so. 
They cultivated an elaborate disregard 
for the old classicrem, whose didactic 
purpose stamped as second-rate 
literature and whose wooden style 
heightened the effect of mildewed 


lifelessness. Even Mendele Mocher 
Seforim. the acclaimed father of 
modern. Hebrew prose and the 
fushioner of a wittv. sparkling style 
which greatly mfluenced modern 
Hebrew prose, did not entirely 
escape their censure Mendele. 
in spite of any appearance to 
the contrary. was not a realistic 


writer. Rather did he belong to that 
group. of inspired satirmts whose un- 
disputed chief is Petronius The 
quick, Stinging touch, the merciless 
derimion, the astringent after-effects 
which had served the Roman m his 
dealings with the Pompermn villa. 


An even greater probiem than the 
lack of a continuows tradition was« the 


ex . Ne even flow of esteh- 
life met the leracl writer's eve 
when he scrutionsed his material There 
was no slow and considered way of 
approach to this material, no possiP:lity 
of a gradual conquest. Change wus 
all-pervading. Aspects that 
ta day ago had scemed sanificant 
and of great moment were proved 
irrelevant on the morrow. Probiem 
vital yesterday had disappeared un- 
solved. without trace Selection. 
setection had become the writers first 
duty. But selective power is by no 
means the outstanding virtue of 
straightforward realism. and writers 
were at a lows. Slowly they learned to 
forgo the use of those episodes « hich 
seemed most siriking., most brillmnt. 
and to seek for those which in the lone 
run and sh specie historiac would 
seem to hold some deeper ugnificance 
—though which were winch they could 
not tell indeed. writers, lacking as they 
did all objective historical perspective. 
had to make up their minds on this 
pomt on their own responsibility, 
tudging by what they mmagined to be the 
probable direction of the future 


Rebellious Age 


Naturally, these difficulties could not 
daunt the Isracl novelists. They pers- 
vered, scurrying as diligently as ants 
The offspring of a rehelliows age. 
they were stormy petrels one and 
all. The greater the obstinacy of their 
subject-matter, the more rash their 
handling of ut. The more stubborn the 
knots, the greater the temptation to 
cut through them In one mad rush 
they stormed their targets, paving no 
heed to such minor details as « need 
for perspective. a careful handling of 
form isracl prose was intoxicated 
with facts, glowing. uncompromieng, 
hard facts, and it did not give a rap for 
anything else 

A mity that intoxication not always 
a warrant for inspiration. An obscure 
intuition. a lucky -configuration now 
and then illuminated a charming truth, 
created a finished form. in this wild he- 
or-miss period of Israci literature. But 
for the majority the intoxication wast 
succeeded by a long and dreary hang- 
over

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THE AGE OF THE CAVE SCROLLS 


By SOLOMON 


HEN a new work comes to 
light, scholars apply all their 


ingenuity to discovering in ifs 
contents something which might link 
it up in some way with historical 
events. or other literary documents. 
and so provide a clue as to the 
period of its composition. Needless 
to say, the pitfalls are many, When 
this method of inquiry is employed to 
the exclusion of external evidence, 
is not surprising when the results 
arrived at often differ very consider- 
ably—in the case of the Cave Scrolls 
by as much as about a thousand 
years. 
‘Internal Evidence 
To establish the date of a work. 
internal evidence should be looked 
for only after the widest possible. use 
has been made of all available ex- 
ternal evidence, both of an archxo- 
logical and of a palwographical 
nature. As far as the Cave Scrolls 
are concerned, we are fortunate in 
having a fair amount of this at our 
disposal. 
We have heard the story of how 
archeologists went in search of the 
Cave recently and how they succeeded 
in finding it in the vicinity of what ts 
now the village of Ain Fashkha, near 
the north-western shores of the Dead 
Sea. Among other things, they dug 
out the sherds of a. considerable 
number of jars. In some of them our 
Scrolls had been preserved for all 
these centuries. Experts who examined 
this pottery ascribed it to the end of 
the Hellenistic period, not later than 
early in the first pre-Christian century. 
This. then, was the latest time when 
our manuscripts could have been 
placed into the jars. Obviously the 
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works could not have been composed 
or written down on our parchments 
later than that. Archaology has thus 
established that the contents of the 
cave are of pre-Christian origin. 

When these findings were announced 
they occasioned no surprise among 
a certain section of scholars. The 
dates of the Scrolls had been known 
io us months before the pottery had 
even been taken out of the Cave. For 
we had the handwriting of the Scrolls 
to go by. and to those with the neces- 
sary experience and training im tt, 
palaography is a safe guide and as 
reliable in its results as any of the 
exact sciences. One need not fear 
being led astray by wishful thinking, 
nor by an archaising scribe or ingen: 
ous forger. What may be possible in 
painting is not possible where written 
texts of any length are concerned 
Before the jar fragments had even 
been excavated, and long before the 
date arrived at by the pottery experts 
had been announced (May or June, 
1949). palaographical studies on the 
handwriting of the Scrolls had been 
handed in for publication. They ap- 
peared in print while the excavation 
was in progress (February-March, 
1949). 

Second Century B.C.E. 


Still earlier (October, 1948) that 
eminent scholar and authority on the 
archzology of Palestiag. Professor 
Albright. had ascribed the script of 
the Isaiah Scroll to “ probably the 
second half of the second century 
nce.” and that of the Habakkuk 
Commentary to about a century later 
(Bulletin of the American Schools of 
Oriental Research). In the February. 
1949, issue of the same journal there 


were two articles dealing with the 
subyect One of these was by the 
present writer, who had set to work 
dating the script of the Scrolls imme 
diately upon seeing the photographic 
reproductions of a fragment from 
each Scroll contamed im the October 
issue (1948) 

He did not rely on mere impres- 
oF Upon an examination of the 
most sahent characteristics only 
Attention was given also to minute 
details—-to every bit of every letter. 
every angie, curve, hook, loop. up- or 
downstroke. bend, wave. or slant. A 
comparison was then made with all 
the relevant material to be found, our 
relics of. Jewish writing between 
roughly 300 acer. and 100 ce. The 
conclusion he arrived at was that the 
script of the Isaiah Scroll dates back 
to the first half of the second century 
BF. 


Narrowed Down 


Analogous examinations of the 
script of the Covenant Scroll (° Sec- 
tarian Document’) and the Habakkuk 
Commentary yielded the results: 
second half of the second century 
ace, and the first half of the subse- 
quent century respectively (Palestine 
Exploration Quarterly. October, 1949, 
and Journal of Biblical Literature, 
June, 1949). In the October Bulletin. 
1949. there is a comparison, by the 
present writer, between the writing of 
the Isaiah manuscript and that of the 
famous Nash Papyrus. and he believes 
he has still further narrowed down 
the margm om the direction of greater 
precision. In his opinion, the Isaiah 
Scroll belongs to the second quarter 
of the second century ace, the 
Covenant Scroll to the last quarter. 
and the Hahakkuk Commentary to 
about the middle of the subsequent 
century. 

In “= February Bulletin. there was 


alo a contribution by Dr. JF. 
lrever. dealing with alt the Scroll 
owned by the Syrians bis 
were: Isaiah Scroll 125-100. a« 
Covenant Scroll about 75 
Habakkuk Commentary about 25 
Bc CE. 

It would require a good dea! to 
explain away the fact that the results 
arrived at by three different mvestt- 
gators are so close that where they do 
not partly overlap or touch, the gap 
m one generation only 

Upon the basis of these results. we 
can now. with some measuse of 
safety. turn to the contents of the 
Scrolls and search for  mternal 
evidence

“THE JEW AT THE UNIVERSITY” 


Training Leaders 
To the Editor of Tae Jewisn CHronicie 


Sin.—It is typical that in England an 
article entitled “ The Jew at the Uni- 
versity should deal exclusively with the 
Jew at Oxford or Cambridge. Alver 
reading the authors comments one mus 
be thankful that the article bears no 
relauion to its tite, 

The average Jew ai the English Uni- 
versity docs mot go to Oxford, he goes 
to London, Manchester, Leeds, or Liver- 
eee University. He has probiems: of 
ecping his Jewish identity ; of kashrut ; 
of social intercourse; but they are dif- 
ferent. and on the whole not so urgent 
as those of his less fortunate brothers. 
He cither lives at home, or m—main! 
Jewish—todgings. He lives in a Jewis 
atmosphere, taking part, if he wishes, in 
the Jewish life of the city.. He u saved 
from attempting to live a Jewish life in 
a twentiethcentury survival of medieval 
Christen monasticism. 

Judaism is not a religion in the Western 
sense of the word. It is a way of life, 
as well as a code of ethics. and a ritual. 
One must live Judaism. a task of almos: 
smpossibie dimensions in the surround- 
ings of the older universities. At the 
“Red Brick” universities the student ts 
at least saved from isolation by the social 
life of the larger community in which 
be lives, but there are no large com- 
munities at Oxford or Cambridge 

Mr. Trenner hopes that in this atmo- 
sphere leaders of the communny wil! be 
formed. He notes in passing that many 
of ‘these would-be leaders are products 
of the public schools. It ts true that the 
vast majority of Jewish boys who go to 
public schools later attend one of the 
older wunrversities. But, cut off from 
home hfe, the very centre of Judaism. 
for the larger portion of their most for- 
mative years, what kind of leaders can 
they make? . They grow up, in many 
cases, uncomfortable and ili at case with 
fellow-Jews, while. at the same time, 
unable to identify themscives with non- 
Jewish comrades. whose interesis and 
tastes they share The tragedy -o! 
English Jewry to day tha: far often 
ow teaders are of this very type 

These leaders are all too frequently 
brought up in a world entirely different 
from that lived by the ordinary Jewish 
citizen lo this “ aristocracy” the Jew 
at Oxford ts synonymous with the Jewish 
University student. These are the people 
who talk of “ divided lovaltics™: who 
complain with almost comic fastidious- 
ness of the manners and customs of their 
corelimonists: who run from O; hodoxy, 
and in a vain and foolish attempt to 
caim their own inner conflict, try to 
Angiicise and Westerpise their religion. 

Mr. Trenner may be comforied. “ The 
Jew at the University” in the main is 
aware of his Judaism. and has ful! 
opportunities for communal iife both in 
and out of the university

The Danger of Assimilation 


Sua.—The dangers of assimilation set 
out in Mr. Trenner’s article, “ The Jew 
m the University,” pale into insignifi- 
cance before the vast assorimecni of 
obstacles beseiling the Jewish at 
a smail university colicec. 


With an average of 1,000-1.500 
siudents, the Jewish pepulaten may 


accoum for less than 20 of this num- 
ber. and some, of course, are Jews in 
name only It might be argued that 
such a small group iends to make organi- 
sation casier, but due to complete lack 
of facilives and gurding heip, this argu- 
ment rendered impotent 
As m a umiversily, university college 
hfe “ something full-blooded! y 
English” and also supposes a corporate 
caxistence. However, on account of its 
hated oumbers, the manifesiauion of 
an etprit de corps emerges with even 
greater facility. Every shade of though: 
and every pomt of view is given is 
chance to be accepted and fosered. 
When a young Jew arrives at the col- 
iege, he also wenghs up the possibilitics 
of his new life. oe with. for the most 
part. the lesser lights im the academic 
world as his lecturers, yer with admirable 
for private study, the student 
is upped for the continua- 
tion of his higher education. Leciures, 
which are for the mos part compulsory, 
are also held on Saturday mornings. 
There is a wide range of attractions 
for the socialite: clubs, societies, sports, 
dances. ofc. main fauk here

On this account, such action 1s 
detrimental to the welfare of those few 
who are genuinely interested, and whose 
endeavours are bern contimually 
thwarted. The absence of a Jewish Com- 
munity and logically, therefore, a syna- 
gogue are the greatest drawbacks, and 
any mention is bound to 
bring forth an ironical snort. 

To any Jewish student at such a col- 
lege, and the above description is typi- 
cal of the colleges in this country, the 
danger of assimilation takes the form of 
a compelling threat. Those who are 
comparatively free from this ominous 
cloud are those who have been carefully 
and painstakingly nurtured in Yiddish- 
keit, and in ‘the deals of Judaism. How- 
ever, those who have been brought up 
otherwise are engulfed and carried away 
with the ude,

Survey of the Universities 


Sia.-If two venerable fogies who 
“came down” from Cambridge in 1936 
and 1938 respectively may be permutted 
to enter this correspondence, we would 
like to support the views of Mr. Sol 
Cohen. 

When we made our survey of Jewish 
students at British universities shortly 
before the war we were impressed by 
the keenness of Jewish life which we 
found among our then fellow-students 
m Great Britian The results of this 
survey were published in THe J&ewisn 
Year Boox for 1938 and later in a some- 
what fuller form in the “* Sociological 
Review,” Vol. xxiv, Nos. 3 & 4 of 1942. 

Ihey showed, inter alia, that there 
were in cxistence at that time 11 Jewish 
student socicties, that 71% of the Jewish 
students were esltimaicd to be coescious 
of ther Judaism, and that 48%, were 
actively interested in Jewish matéers. 

At Cambridee in those days we needed 
no Chaplain as we conducted. our own 
services. Al the same time we were priv!- 
leged to receive visits from. many of our 
spiritual and lay leaders which were a 
source of strength. By all accounts this 
spirit sill pervades the student body: if 
this 18 sO. the merut of Rabbi Carlebach’s 
suggestion seems dubious. 

Finally, we are a litle surprised at Mr. 
Joseph Jackson's estimate of £75 for the 
purposes of a further survey We 
beheve that a new and up-to-date survey 
is both necessary and desirable, and we 
hope that the present eencration of 
students will bring one to a successful 
conclusion, But our pre-war survey, 
which covered 19 universities, involved 
us im no more expense than a small 
amount of postage Our wmhiversity 
authorities, quite mghtly, do not keep 
records of students’ religions. We found, 
however, that a pretty accurate assess- 
ment of conditions could be obtained 
by the slow but patient gathering in of 
returns from our colleagues of the 
1 UJ... or from competent persons in 
contact with the local Jewish students.

with a house. The Methodists offer 
£290-£400. with children’s allowances 
and a furnished house. The Presby- 
lerians in England give a minimum of 
£300. with an unfurnished house: and 
the Congregationalisis are aimong at a 
minmrmum of £275; the Baptist Union 
makes a grant when the local Baptist 
Cannot pay ts minster 
more than £250. These figures are taken 
from the Minisiry of Labour's pamphiet, 
“Church Work” (No. 10 in the Careers 
series); they relaic to August, 1947, and 
stipends may have risen im some cases 
since. 

Since the United Synagogue seems to 
be the invariable target these days of 
those who attack the material rewards 
of the Jewish Ministry. one should set 
against the figures quoted the salaries 
received by its ministers, and analysis 
of its last published accounts shows the 
following position in twenty Constituent 
synagogues. In onc, the minister receives 
over £1,300. in three berween £1,100 and 
£1,200. in six between £900 and £1,000. 
and im five beiween £800 and £900. and 
m four between £700 and £800. These 
figures show thai the first condition men- 
tioned above is met. As to the second 
condition, the salaries compere not un- 
reasonably with those in the Civil Ser- 
vice OF universities and very fairly for 
graduates teaching in sxhools. If one 
considers the figures relating to the other 
denomimations, one canno! escape the con- 
clusion that in Anglo-Jewry the United 


_ Synagogue. at least. offers io those who 


aspire to serve their brethren as scholars 
and pastors a livelihood comparable in 
dignny with those of other respecied 
callings and prottiably more gencrous 
than that open in the other religious 
denominations; it is also considerably 
above what their predecessors received 
for their unsparing and unselfish devo- 
tion to their cong*egations. 

In these circumstances, there can be 
no justification for discouragement of 
those considering entry to the ministry 
and, mutatis mutandis. Jewish teaching ; 
apart from the damage k can do to 
Angio-Jewry. such discouragement is un- 
justified by the facts.

“He is, 
however, wrong in saying the Nuevo was 
opened mm 1747. as « was actually opened 
im 1734. Again. Lord George Gordon 
is not, as he suggests. buried there, but 
m St. Pancras Parish Cemetery. 

It is a sad fact that the Nuevo ceme- 
tery was badly blitzed. But since then 
damage hardly less serious was wantonly 
done by youthful vandals of the neigh- 
bourhood, who ran riot there after the 
walls had been biown down, and the 
present cumbrous hcensing system too 
long prevented their beimg even tempor- 
arily repaired. . 

The Mahamad of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue are grateful for 
Mr. Hyman’s sympathetic words. Al- 
though the cost of repainng and restor- 
ing this historic Beth-haim which we 
hold in trust for posterity is enormous 
to-day. yet arrangements are already in 
hand to begin the work. We should be 
very grateful for any assistance in the 
form of contributions to the Repairs 
Fund from any of your readers, or from 
public bodies. Descendants of those 
buried in the Nuevo will no doubt have 
a sympathetic interest im helping us.

PICKLES AND CHUTNEYS 


Vegetables for pickling must be fresh 
and sound. Use a wooden spoon for 
stirring. Store im glass jars im a cool, 
dry place: the inside of metal tops must 
be covered with greaseproof or waacd 
paper. or a laver of cork, otherwuwe the 
vinegar will corrode the metal. Make 
sure that the vinegar completely covers 
the vegetables. Some pikics are im- 
proved by soaking in brine overnight. 


Briae. Add 4 salt to qt. water. 
bring to the boil, and use when cold. 


‘ Vinegar. Mos pickies are made 
with spiced vinegar. The spices can be 
varied according to taste, but the fol- 
lowing proportions will suit most palaics. 
For each quart of vinegar, use 4 o7z. 
cach of cloves. whole allspice, mace, 
and a few peppercorns, and } oz. sugar, 
or | ov. mined pickling spice. 

Baing spices. sugar, and vinegar to 
boiling port.

and leave for 2 hours. Then stram and 
use when quite cold.

A Commission of Inquiry which was 
appointed by the Knesset to imvesiigatc 
the disappearance of Mr. Mirniansk:. the 
Secretary of the Communist Party in Te! 
Aviv. on July 19, 1941, submitted its 
report last week. 

report said that Mr. Mirniansk:

The Communist Party headquarters in 
Tel Aviv were raided on the day the 
Communist leader disappeared. and a 
number of arrests were made. Although 
his name was not included in the list of 
those arrested. he was never heard of 
again. 

The British police at the time insisted 
that he had not been arresied, and afte: 
a British inquiry. a report was issucd 
stating that he had disappeared, and tha 
his fate was unknown. 

There the matter rested until Mr. S. 
Mikhunis. a Communist member of the 
Knesset, pressed for a further imquiry 
A commission of three. headed by Dr 
Mordechai Eliash, was then appo:nied. 

The commission's inquiries showed 
that Mr. Murnianski was arresied atic:

is why they must be the subject of the 
collective guaranice. 

The inclusion in the list of ranteed 
rights, and freedoms of family rights— 
which are represented by immunity from 
all arbitrary mterference in a family, the 
right to marry and found a family, and 
the right of parents to select the kind of 
education that shall be given to their 
chiidren—taised within Committee 
various objections based on the fact that 
in these cases no mghts regarded as essen- 
tial for the functioning of democratic 
institutions were at stake, so that it was 
preferable to exclude them from guaran- 
tee and to limit the latter solely to these 
essential rights. This argument did not 
prevail, since the majority of the Com- 
mittee thought that racial restrictions on 
the right of marriage made by the 
iotaltanan régimes. as also the forced 


regimenianion of children and young 
persons organised by these régimes. 
should be absolutely prohibited. 


Protection of Minorities 


Ihe resolution adopted by the Com- 
mittee specifies that a régime of guaran- 
teed treedoms should prevent any dis- 
crimmation based on affiliation to a 
national minority 

Alter having heard a report on the 
wider protection of nmghts of national 
minorities, the Commitice unanimously 
recognised the importance of this problem. 
It decided that since us task was to 
draw up a list. not of fundamental rights 
which must be defined in a general 
declaration, but only of those which 
appeared suitable for inclusion im an im- 
mediate international guarantee, it should 
adhere to the fundamental rights set out 
n Article 2 of the draft resolution 

In recommending a collective guarantee, 
not only of freedom to. express gonvic- 
tions, also of thought, conscience. 
rehgion, and opimon, the Commiutice 
wished io protect 4ll nationals of any 
member-State not only from breaches of 
obigation for so-called “reasons of 
State.” bur also from those “ abominable 
methods of police inguiry or judicial 
process which rob the suspected = orf 
accused person of control of hes imtel- 
lectua!l faculties and of his conscience.” 

Submission of Complaints 

On the proposal of M. Rolin (Belgium). 
the Commitice recommended that the col- 
lecuive guarantee should aim ai ensuring 
that the laws of each State and their apph- 
catoon are m accordance with the genera! 
principles of the. law recognised by 
civilised nations, the principles of which. 
under the terms of Article %8 of the 
Statute of the Permanent Court of Inter- 
nauonal Justice. constitute one of the 
bases of the Jus Genitinm Article 7 

All natura! persons o1 corporate bodies 
who are victims of a violation of the Con- 
vention may petivuion the Commission, but 
the latter need not immediately refer it 
io the Court: the compiaimt will, if the 
Commission so decides, be submitted to 
the Court tor a wuidicial decision only after 
a prehminary imvestigation of the case 
and after an atiempt ait conciliation has 
been made 

A minority of the Committee considered 
that the Council of Europe should, for its 
part, endeavour to ensure that all its mem- 
bers respect ihe principles of democracy 

If chis condition us fulfilled. democratic 
peoples should be entitled to settle their 
own affairs as they think best. This resuli 
might be attained. in the view of the 
minority, by to member-States 
the righ! to Dring another member-Siate 
before an imternationa! tribunal for the 
violation of any one of the recognised 
fundamenta freedoms This solution 
would. they consider. obviate abuses and
